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AFU PLANS FOR THE FUTURE... 

Dear friends. 

Since Issue 14 of this newsletter we have tried to Inclu¬ 
de a growing quantity of EnglIsh-lanquage articles and 
news. This new direction has proven very successful so, 
from this Issue on, material In English will be even more 
prominent and will start on page one. Besides establishing 
a growing number of International contacts we now have 
exchange agreements with more than 100 newsletters, which 
provtdes us with a valuable Input of Ideas, news & reports. 
We read a lot of what we receive, some of It will appear 
as one or two lines In the AFU Newsletter, some of It 
will be "dumped" unto Index cards, or Into our "biologi¬ 
cal brain memories" for a possible (who knows?) future 
retrieval. We would do a lot more If we owned all of our 
11 me*. 

International Interest In Swedish and Scandinavian UFO 
research has risen during recent years and In this area 
AFU would like to establish Itself as an open-minded, 
but still "sceptical", source of Information and mutual 
contact. As "backup" we have vast resources of Informa¬ 
tion and contacts, plus an unlimited number of Ideas of 
our own*! The AFU library, for Instance, has the main 
part of the Scandinavian and Engl Ish/Amerlcan literature 
(some 900 titles), six book-shelf sections of UFO maga¬ 
zines and a collection of maybe 15.000 clippings from 
the press. "Sitting" on such a collection - which Is 
partly available to Swedish citizens by mall order - 
obviously gives you one or two Ideas! 

Besides that, AFU alms to maintain good relations with a 
number of Swedlsh/Scandlnavlan UFO/borderland research 
groups. There has been some Interest, lately. In Joining 
forces on a mutual newsletter, but AFU Newsletter will 
be retained as prlmarlIy a source of AFU's own activi¬ 
ties and research, but we will gladly make room for 
other's data and Ideas when this does not supercede our 
own material. 

For the coming Issues we have secured a large quant'ty 
of unique things. Contributing editor HAkan Blomqvlst 
will bring you a number of Interviews and will also con¬ 
tinue to give you Insights Into Swedish contactee lore. 
HAkan specializes, as you will have noted. In the more 
elusive parts of ufology: the occult, religious and 
folklore connections, contactee A MIB lore, etc. 

Sweden has, since the earMy 1930's, been plagued by mys¬ 
terious airplanes of unidentified origin - we call them 
"spOkfIygare" - "qhost filers". Journal Ist/researrher 
Jan Ove Sundberg has permitted us to translate, for a 
future Issue, his material on the "modern" ghost filers 
of the Id70's and this will be supplemented by our own, 
unpublished, data. The I930's wave was, we believe, th e 
first we Il-lnvestI gated UFO wave In histor y. At least 
one thousand pages of field investigations and analyse* 
has heen located In Sweden, and ATU has hopes of finding 
more. 


My own main project, at present. Is a documentary article 
on a 1974 Swedish abduction that occurred In the midst of 
an Intense UFO wave, only 30 kllomoter9 from Sweden's ca¬ 
pital. The abduction resulted In some never-before heard 
of effects on the witness. Seven years have lapsed with¬ 
out a proper documentation so we think the time has come 
and we will prepare the article In English. 


In future Issues you will also read the original story 
of a rather "nasty" attempt, by an unscrupulous writer*, 
to spread a plausible, but false , article on Swedish UT0 
research and reports through a wellknown American publi¬ 
cation. My advice to you Is: keep In touch!

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We oie not a lone, is a favoui ile expression of ufologists, 
implying that other planets in the universe are inhabited. 
With the ideological trends in today's UFO-research in 
mind we should perhaps say: we are not alone - on earth. 
Grave doubts concerning the ETI hypothesis have led several 
leading ufoloqists to speculate on a more earth-based or i- 
qin fm our elusive saucers. 

This is probably one nf the reasons for the resurgence of 
inteiest in the inner earth theory. No less than three new 
UFO-magazines are devoted to the study of inner earth, Sha¬ 
ver and related subjects. With this article I wish to pre¬ 
sent a few sources of inner earth lore some of which, to 
the best of my knowledge, have never been referred to be¬ 
fore in UFO literature. 

I refrain from using the term hollow earth, which is such 
an obvious physical impossibility. The thought of caves 
and tunnels in the earth though is a bit more intriguing, 
here an open mind is as usual the best attitude. 

THE OCCULT TRADITION 

Vciy little is said about the inner eaith in traditional 
occult literature, although there are hints here and there. 
The reason for this scarcity of information is usually 
ascribed to the extreme secrecy of the subject. It is re¬ 
garded as the "Secret of the Ages", which is also the apt 
title of a book by the British ufologist Brinsley le Poer 
Trench (1). 

A few short notes are to be found in theosophical works of 
Charles Leadbeater and Alice Bailey. These books, of cour¬ 
se, were written long before the UFO era. In "The Inner 
Life" by Leadbeater is stated: "The conditions of the in¬ 
terior of our earth are not easy to describe. Vast cavi¬ 
ties exist in it, and there are races inhabiting these ca¬ 
vities, but they are not of the same evolution as oursel¬ 
ves. One of these evolutions...is at the level distinctly 
lower than any race now existing upon the surface of the 
earth...the other is more nearly at our level, yet utterly 
different from anything that we know". (2) 

That we share our planet with other unknown races is hinted 
at in Leadbeater's "The Astral Plane": "...there are two 
other great evolutions which at present share the use of 
this planet with humanity; but about them it is forbidden 
to give any particulars at this stage of the proceedings 
(1855 “ MB) as it is apparently not intended under ordina¬ 
ry ci«cumstances either that they should be conscious of 
man's existence or man of their's. If we do come into con¬ 
tact with them it will most probably be on the purely phy¬ 
sical plane..(3) 

A reference to the same (?) entities is given in "A Trea¬ 
tise on Cosmic Fire" by Alice Bailey: "Among the manipula- 
t i nq devas of the lowest level of the dense physical plane 
are to be found certain subterranean forms of existence, 
of which hints are to be found in the ancient and occult 
books. There is to be found in the very bowels of the 
earth, an evolution of a peculiar nature, with a close re¬ 
semblance to the human. They have bodies of a peculiarly 
gross kind, which might be regarded as distinctly physical 
as we understand the term. They dwell in settlements or 
groups, under a form of government suited to their needs, 
in the central caves several miles below the crust of the 
earth..." (*<) 

Very few theosophical writers of the present generation 
have had anything new to say on this subject. One excep¬ 
tion is Dr. Douglas Baker, exponent of the Bailey-1rad i- 
tion of theosophy. In "Practical Techniques of Astral Pro¬ 
jection" he describes an out-of-the-body visit to the in¬ 
ner earth: 

"I was aware that we were in a vast underground hall that 
grew in size. I could see that a whole civilisation, un¬ 
like anything I had ever witnessed, was down there. The 
people were fair skinned but their hair was dark... I had 
visited 'the place where evils dwell', symbolized by a 
race of Atlantean degenerates whose practice of evil arts, 
or what we now call black magic, had helped bring about 
the destruction of Atlantis. This race still exists, sea¬ 
led in the bowels of the earth. They are but a remnant now 
long forgotten hut who still live by their occult arts.

leaving their underground retreat only in astral form to 
prey upon humanity through astral vampyrism and possession" 

(5) 

This is obviously a different group than referred to by 
Leadbeater and Bailey. But Dr. Baker does not enlarge upon 
the subject in his book and has nothing to say anent un¬ 
known evolutions sharing this earth with humanity. 

The Richard Shaver material should perhaps also be regarded 
as part of the occult tradition but as his writings are so 
genera I Iy we I I known among ufologists I limit the Shaver 
lore to a few comments from the Borderland Sciences Resear¬ 
ch Foundation (BSRF). 

In 19^5 Meade Layne, founder of BSRF was given this infor¬ 
mation through a medium: "Mr. Shaver's story of his perso¬ 
nal experiences, though fantastic, is substantially true... 
Yes, the Deros exist. Yes, they have physical bodies much 
like your own. Yes, they inhabit underground regions. Yes, 
the machines exist. The Deros are degenerate descendants of 
At Ianteans...The situation is this. The Deros are nearly 
mindless, degenerate; hence they are easy prey to the ast- 
raI entities". (6) 

The Shaver controversy could fill a library but among the 
believers a large part of the debate has centred on the 
issue whether the Deros are physical or astral. According 
to the quotations cited they are physical but controlled 
by evil entities from the lower astral plane. 

INFORMATION FROM UFO CONTACTEES 

Several of the well known contactees from the fiftees and 
sixties mention, if only in a brief note, the existence 
of entities from the inner earth. Will and Evelyn Miller 
received this message in a group seance on June 9. 1958: 
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"Many planets have intelligent life within them. Yours has 
a people, if you wish to call them that, who do not live 
on the surface... Many of those who live there are of the 
'fallen anqe1' class. They operate in blindness of their 
true condition in most cases and in ignorance of their 
former state. They are not 'devils' by design. They do 
what they do because it seems to them the normal thing to 
do. To you, tlieir's is a nightmare world. Their pleasures 
arc grotesque and horrid. Their 1 prankishness' results in 
»uin and death for those on the surface whom they can use, 
hut they do what they do in ignorance. Only a few of their 
leaders have any conception of who they are. These would 
not divulge the secret for it is their source of power". 

(7) 

Perhaps this reference would equal the semi -inte11igent 
"manipulating devas" of Bailey. The apparent stupidity of 
some UFO-entities, especially MIB-types, was first noted 
by Keel who describes sad cases where contactees have been 
led down the road to ruin by the "prankishness" of the 
entities. 

The American contactee Eugen Drake claims there are three 
types of inner earth races: the rainbow people, some de¬ 
generate races and an old civilisation below Mexico. Un¬ 
fortunately I have only the German edition of his book 
"Visitors from Space": "Es gibt bei euch eine weitere alte 
ZivI 1isat Ion, die unter der Erde lebt und deren Eingange 
slch in Mexico, garnicht weit von Mexico-City, befinden. 
Diese Rasse komnit oft zur Oberflache und mischt sich unter 
das Volk. Aber, ausser einigen Mystikern weiss das Volk von 
Mexico davon nichts". (8) I quote this paragraph specifi¬ 
cally because 1 have stumbled on this Mexico-connect ion as 
a UFO-base several times. The Swedish MIB-contactee "Helge" 
claimed his entities had their base just outside Mexico 
City (9). Also George Adamski visited Mexico now and then 
and told of a UFO base not far from San Jose Perua, north¬ 
west of Mexico City (10). 

In contactee literature a frequent theme is the inner-earth 
mafia connection. We find this theory in the Shaver materi¬ 
al and also in the Ashrar communications from Trevor James 
Constable: "Ashtar: At the core of your planet, there dwells 
a greatly degenerated race, an astral race, which is dege¬ 
nerate not so much in science, but in every moral respect 
as you know and understand it... On your surface they have 
allies who are without morals and without mercy". (1 I) 

A sequel to this theory is that inner earth people are in 
alliance with, or manipulated by, negative interplanetary 
visitors. The Mitchell sisters write in "We Met the Space 
People": "There are those inte11igeneies of superior powers 

whom we should call fallen angels living in earth, but it 
is not wholly from them that the evil or bad flying saucers 
comes". There are others coming from "farther space systems 
...they are in alliance with those beings living in earth, 
who themselves will be forced to leave Earth when peace and 
brotherhood is completed. The gains that these negative peo¬ 
ple obtain from their alliance with those other negatives 
in earth is not known by us, but it must be quite profi¬ 
table". (12) 

As some of the inner earth races belong to a different 
"mindless" evolution they can easily be manipulated by 
lower astral entities or anyone who knows the trick. This 
is often mentioned by Riley Crabb of the Borderland Scien¬ 
ces Research Foundation. His name for the manipulators is 
the "Lunar mafia" - evil elementals. The American contactee 
Howard Menger was told of a similar conspiracy where a 
secret group on earth manipulated "other people of your 
planet - people you don’t know about. People who live un¬ 
observed and undiscovered as yet. It is a kind of under¬ 
ground in you? popular terminology". ( 13 ) 

Finally, 1 would like to mention a fascinating story told 
by two coal-miners, David Fell in, and Henry Throne, who were 
trapped in a mine in Sheppton, Pennsylvania in August 1963. 
Because of an accident they were burled 390 feet deep in 
the earth. It took several days to get them rescued. When 
back on the surface again they told how, while down in the 
mine, suddenly out of nowhere three men had appeared giving 
them a symbolic message on an orange coloured plaque. 

The miners described the unknown men as ruggedly handsome, 
about six feet three inches tall. With bronze-coloured 
skins and slightly pointed ears. Also high cheek bones and 
thin lips. This description we have heard many times before, 
but in a slightly different context. Co-incidence, perhaps, 
but MIB-types have an uncanny ability to appear and disap¬ 
pear with total disregard for our physical laws. (14) 


MORE THAN A SCIENTIFIC PROBLEM 

What are we to think of these fantastic claims and experien¬ 
ces? Seen from a psycholoqicaI/sociologicaI perspective ge¬ 
neral acceptance of the inner earth theory could generate 
acute paranoia and cultural upheaval. If there are aliens 
among us the only way to deal with the problem is through 
co-operation of knowledgable and well-trained investigators. 
Perhaps some of the more sophisticated intelligence organi¬ 
zations of the world have stumbled on this enigma and in 
their own way try to sort out the signal from the noise. 

Whatever the truth of the inner earth theory the UFO pheno¬ 
menon is ample evidence that we do have intelligent inter¬ 
ference in our society on a global scale. It is very essen¬ 
tial to grasp that this makes UFOs more than just a scien¬ 
tific problem. It is also an intelligence problem as the 
aliens obviously wish their operations to remain unknown. 
This is the basic message of Jacques Vallde's "Messengers 
of deception". We will never solve the UFO enigma if vie 
limit ourselves to strictly scientific procedures. Every 
ufologist should at least be aware of the basics of Intel¬ 
ligence work and the use of ESP to acquire information. 

Probing into these areas can of course be somewhat complica¬ 
ted. Suppose you rea11y find out that there is a secret war 
going on on this planet, a power-struggle between esoteric 
groups of various motives cooperating with, or manipulating, 
hitherto unknown intelligences and that the UFO phenomenon 
is only the tip of the ice-berg of this cosmic Watergate. 

A phenomenon cleverly used by both the alpha and omega 
groups. Few ufologists, not to mention the public, could 
take such a revelation without developing at least a mild 
form of paranoia. How about stamp-collecting?

...AND INSIDE THERE WERE TWO 
GREY-BLACK CREATURES... 

SurTwnarlzed by the editor 


It was Saturday, Nov.I, 1980 - a cold starlit autumn eve¬ 
ning and All Saint’s Day In Sweden. Time was 1730 hours. 
Kristina Rydholm (some 30 years old) and her younqer sis¬ 
ter Nina Grunriln (about 20) were driving In Krlsllna’s 
Peugeot 504 car on a small road alonq the lake L^nqen, 
near Hovsta, which Is a community about 5 kilometres to 
the north of Orebro. They were headed for the family's 
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summer rottage. Almost s I mu 11 aneous I y Kristina and Nina 
both discovered somethlnq strange moving around In a 
great circle In the sky; the circle was antl-clockwise 
and diameter of the circle estimated to he aht. 5 kms. 

Suddenly the object stops, descends and starts to hover. 
The witnesses are now able to see that It Is slightly 
vibrating. A while later It starts off again, returning 
to the same circular path as described before. Then, once 
more. It returns to hover. The women stop their car and 
ask themselves: "What are we seeing 7 ". This time the ob¬ 
ject comes much closer and the sister are able to watch 
the phenomenon as It hovers below the tree-tops only so¬ 
me 10-1*7 metres from them! Since they don’t stop the 
enqlne they are unable to say whether there Is any sound 
coming from the ohject. 

CRFATURFS BFHIND WINDOWS? 

It Is dark and difficult to discern the object’s shape, 
but still they see a wide "window" on what they believe 
Is one of It's flanks. This window was curved In such a 
way that the ohject behind must have been oval. Further, 
the olrls say: "Inside we could see two qrey-black crea¬ 
tures moving about, as If they were walking to and fro". 

On the front of the strange ohject two white lights 
shone "like eyes". All of a sudden these two brilliant 
lights go out, "as If something had blocked them", and 
the ohject returned to It's circulation path hlqh In the 
sky. 

Before Kristina and Nina continue they decide to change 
seats to let Nina have a chance at driving. They have 
only gone a few metres, however, when suddenly the car 
stops and the lights go out. 

VIRRATIONS 

At the same moment the car started to shake and vibrate. 
"It was like when you meat a large truck and the car 
gets a blow by the wind". They both felt locked up and 
Kristina had an oppressive feeling on her head. 

- We sat there looking for the curious object, but there 
was nothing to be seen, neither on the sides, nor In the 
front or back of the car. Mayhe, we thought. It Is Imme¬ 
diately ahove our car? As the vibrations slopped we re¬ 
discovered the ohject through the front-screen and now 
we were ahle to start and drive off. We saw the object 

go bark to Its circular path and return towards the Klls- 
bcrqen mountains. At the hack of It were rod and possibly 
yellow IIghts. 

- It was stranqe and we were terribly frightened, says 
Kristina. I was shocked and had an uneasy feeling. When 
I got home I had many thoughts about the Incident. I 
called the T3by airport, but they had closed for the day. 

OBSERVATIONAL DATA 

The observers thought the object was about half the size 
of the Good Year "Furopa" blimp, which Is seen quite re¬ 
gularly In Sweden. Th9 distance to the object, when the 
two creatures were seen was some 10 or 15 metres and al¬ 
titude was below tree-top level. The object hovered In 
that position for about ha If-a-mlnute. No sound was 
heard and no alien smells felt. There were no civilian 
planes In the area and, besides, Kristina would be the 
perfect witness to recognize a plane If she saw one - 
she own’s a pilot certificate.* 

Kathle Wodell from Orebro, and her hushand, -both spotted 
a strong yellow-red llqht from their summer cottage at 
Rlnkaby, at about 1730 hous the same day (Nov. 1st). 

They heard no sound and the light dried at tree-top le¬ 
vel. Watching the strange light for several minutes they 
were unable to find an explanation. 

Ahout a year before her recent experience Kristina Ryd- 
holm, her husband and their six-year-old daughter saw 
a strange object at the same place. That was In the sum¬ 
mer of 1979. 

- We were taking a walk when we heard a whistling sound 
and all of us saw a strange greyish-blue, oval object 
which hovered and vibrated In the air. A while later this 
object disappeared towards lake HJdmaren. 

Kristina and her husband both claim psychic abilities, 
but Kristina Is very firm that In both of her observations 
the ohfects have been solid. 

TV SET "DIED" 

On Monday, Nov. 3, two days after Kristina’s and Nina’s 
slqhtlnq another UFO visited the Orebro area. Gunnar 
Pettersson was watching TV In his home In the ttrebro 
suburb VSsthaqa. At 22.00 hours he observed a stronq 
light through his window. 


- It was so strong that my attention was drawn from the 
TV. What I saw surprised me very much. At a distance of 
no more than 400 metres, and at an altitude of about 100 
metres, came a clgarr—shaped object "floating". It had a 
very strong greenish light, and yellow windows In a row. 

It moved slowly and no sound was heard. At the same time 
my TV set went all black and stayed so until the clqarr 
haH disappeared out of sight. I have never seen anything 
like this before.

NEWS ON AARN0 HE I N0NEN 
-The continued story from Imjarvi 

Translated from the Finnish by 

Heikki Virtanen, UFO Research of Finland 


I n AFU News letter 19 Anders Liljegren finished his ar- 
ticle on the Imjarvi skiers with some questions, many 
of which will be answered by an article in the Finnish 
magazine U LTRA, issue nr 7-&/I981, pp. Ift-I5 (0- I 
have therefore translated it in its whole: 

AARNO HE INONEN 

We have been writing about the strange phenomena in 
Imjarvi since 1972 in this magazine. The many UFO sigh¬ 
tings and humanoid visits of the early years arc now 
less frequent, being nowadays some luminous objects on - 
ly. In the beginning of May (- 81 ) we did make out how 
Aarno Heinonen is doing now. As much as six years had 
gone since our last visit to Imjarvi. 

Aarno has not seen very much of the humanoid girl. In¬ 
stead he got married and built a new house at his home 
farm. But there are still a lot of phenomena connected 
with Aarno, as you can deduct from the following: 

When did you have your latest UFO sighting? 

- It wasin the first days of March (obviously 3.3.81), 
when we were waiting for the shopping bus at approxi¬ 
mately 18.40. From the northern sky came down a green 
big ball of light. Following behind there seemed to be 
some kind of a tail, that waved like in the billows of 
a lake. The speed of the phenomenon was very low. By 
and by it came down, behind the ridge of our house-roof. 
The sky was clear at that time. My wife also saw it 

and there were others, too, but they were looking in 
another direction. 

How many strange objects have you seen in the sky al ¬ 
together? 

- Once I counted there had been 120 at that moment. Af¬ 
ter that there has been maybe 60 more, as yet. 

In the early days of the past decade you developed into 

a healer. What is the situation of your healing activity 
now adays? 

- With the help of concentration I get information about 
the sicknesses of other people. Sometimes I get the in¬ 
formation from a small space-creature, sometimes the in¬ 
formation comes as a bare voice. The person to be heal¬ 
ed doesn't have to be present. 

How does the healing take place? 

- I use my own hand, the right one, and the power of 
thoughts. Eczemas I cure with botanic medicines. I samp¬ 
le five or six plants (for example pine and red whortle¬ 
berry). There are plenty of strange healings. Someone 
has got his vision back, I have been able to help para¬ 
lyzed people; also many mentally ill. I have helped in 
the case of animal illnesses, too. One veterinary doc¬ 
tor actually asked me to follow with him, when we tes¬ 
ted some healing influences on the animals. However, it 
is difficult to help long-developed- cancer cases. 
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You ha ve also been wot king in the aiea of georadiat ion. 
How? ‘ ' " .“ 

- I search for the radiation area with the twig. Then I 
ground with my hand just the same way I do when 1 heal 
people: I put the wire against the floor and my hand on 
it, and concentrate in my mind on the matter, which cau¬ 
ses the grounding - at least the radiation disappears. 

I have been able to take away many troubles from people 
by this removing of the radiation. I have also observed, 
that the removing devices for radiation, which are pla¬ 
ced on wall sockets, can increase the radiation in ot¬ 
her rooms. 

What would you say about the weather this summer (-8l)? 

- Cold and rainy cummer is coming? Not before the 20th 
of July is there going to .be nice weather. Auqust is the 
best holiday month. 

What information have yo u received about the near future 

of mankind and Finland? 

- The war is not coming to Europe, but is mainly staying 
;in the underdeveloped countries. There is no World War 
to be expected. Finland’s problems are in the first pla¬ 
ce oi Ij and unemployment. 

What has the year 1970 m attered in your life? (On 7th of 
January, 1970 Esko V/iljo and Aarno Heinonen made their 
first important sighting in ImjSrvi). 

- That year changed my life very much. Before / I lived 

as a common man without knowing anything of these things. 
Humanoids visited often here up to 1975 . I received a 
lot of information about different things, for example 
things connected with healing. The UFO sightings themsel¬ 
ves have been very few during the end of the decade, but 
otherwise I have received so called supernatura1 infor¬ 
mation constantly. 

What has been the most positive thing for you during the 

TiTs? 

- That I have been able to help people. I have got a lot 
of strength from that. 

How is Esko Viljo doing nowadays? 

- As far as I know, he has not had any UFO sightings. 

Some other strange things have occurred to him. He still 
lives alone in his antique house. 

When shaI I there be mo re UFO sightings in Finland? 

- From the beginning of October 7T 98 1) . The situation 

will be like in the beginning of the 70's. 

Have strange electricity disturbances followed yo u to 

your new place of living? 

- Yes, they are occuring continously. They were follow¬ 
ing mB to my townhouse flat (2), and again from there to 
here. They are occuring on every kind of electric equip¬ 
ment 1 have to use, from a motor saw to a shaving razor 
and a switch. Sometimes there are stmnge voices and 

disappearances and movings of artifacts. Even I myself 
miqht sometimes temporarily disappear from other people, 
as did happen if) November 1979, when I last met the hu¬ 
manoid girl while I was doing clearing work in a comp¬ 
letely open place.

THE FALSF REPORT FROM LOCH NESS, OR... 
TMF DANGER OF GETTING TOO MUCH INVOLVED 

Anders llljeqren 


Or, Sept. 27, 1981, I had a brief phone conversation with 
Jan-Ove Sundberg, well-known Swedish ufoloqist and free¬ 
lance writer. Mr. Sundberq Is the man recently portrayed 
as a hoaxer In an article titled ’’False Report from 
Loch Ness M). To make a long (tall..?) story short (for 
the convlnlence of readers who are not acquainted with 
the story) Mr. Sundberg claimed. In August 1971 12 ), 
that he had witnessed a UFO landing near Loch Ness, the 
lagendary ’’monster lake”. Sundberg* s claim of having 
witnessed and photographed the landing Is challenged In 
the recent TSR article by Stuart Campbell, an architect 


and UFO researcher associated with the Edinburgh branch 
of the British UFO Research Association (BUFORA). Mr. 
Campbell’s doubts, based on a detailed on-site Investi¬ 
gation, were fl r st voiced In 1977 by a German publica¬ 
tion (3). In fact, after reading the Campbell Investi¬ 
gation you will find It very difficult to believe any 
aspect of the Loch Ness "l.iFO case". 

Sundberg’s first reaction to my mentioning of the FSR 
article was a hesitatingly: "What can I say to make 
people believe me..? I have seen what I have seen]'* 

Asked If he wanted to make a more detailed statement on 
the controversy, Sundberg said he would rather wait and 
consider the Issue. It Is evident, however, that he does 
not want to make a disclaimer at this time. 

Those Incidents that followed on tRe Loch Ness encounter 
so much shocked him, he says, that he has now decided to 
postpone his more active Interest In the UFO field. One 
of Jan-Ove’s subsequent claims of seeing a MIB type In 
his garden, who left strange footprints In the snow, was 
printed by the Infamous Ray Palmer In his Flying Saucers 
magazine (£). Telephone harassments and being followed 
by strange black cars were other elements of Sundberg’s 
contemporary phenomena world. Several of these Incidents 
were reported to this author Immediately afterwards. At 
least one sighting proceeded the Loch Ness story. On 
JMly 10, 1970, Jan-Ove and other witnesses from FlnspSng 
- the community where he lived at that time - saw an 
helicopter-shaped, bIack'*thlog” transverse the sky very 
quickly and without a sound. The Swedish Air Force had 
no activity In the area. It was found (^). 

Jan-Ove has been an active "ufoloqlst" and Journalist 
throughout the 1970’s and has written hundreds of artic¬ 
les on UFOs, fortean subjects and criminal history for 
Swedish weekly magazines. He has succeeded to make a II- 
vlnq - although meagre - of his profession. To his fa¬ 
vour one must say that he has been one of very few 5we~ 
des who have been out In the field to find out things 
for himself. Several times each year he travels to Lon¬ 
don Just to be able to buy the most recent literature 
on all things Fortean. There Is no general tendency to¬ 
wards sensationalism In his articles, although you can 
easily soot one or two mishaps.

For Instance, Jan-Ove Is a firm believer In USOs, uniden¬ 
tified submarine objects, and has had a book on thal sub¬ 
ject In preparation, last autumn (1980) h<» was very much 
"heated" when the Swedish Navy was strained to Its limits 
by a USO-hunt In the Baltic off Stockholm (6). Now, In 
all probability, this was one or two Polish submarlres, 
since there are witnesses who saw a Polish supply tug In 
the nelghhourlnq waters. The recent Soviet submarine ac¬ 
cident in south Sweden also hears signs of the growing 
east-state Interest In Swedish affairs. 

Another theme thoroughly covered by Sundberg Is the 
"ohost filer" sightings which still pour In from the west¬ 
ern parts of Sweden. What Sundberg has found out about 
these phenomena Is so Intriguing that we have asked, and 
received, his permission to translate this Important 
source material for a forth-coming Issue of AFU Newslet¬ 
ter] 

In our conversation, Sundberg further stated that he has 
now reduced his Interest In UFOs to a more "sound" level: 
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" I’ve never felt so good In my life as now", says, 

"I have found out that It Is very Important to keen a 
certain distance to the subject and not to oet to o much 
Involved". Well said! Sundberg Is, of course, wd the 
first active ufologist to have discovered this axiom. 
For Instance one could refer to Jerome Claris descrip¬ 
tion of his experiences on the edoe of reality (7). 

A further note for the record: Sundberg has, for seve¬ 
ral years, been working In close Mason with Car I-Axe I 
Jonzon, founder of R1ksorqanI satlonen UFO-Sverlqe (UFO- 
Sweden), a co-operation which has now terminated. In 
1935 Mr. Jonzon, as a child, had a UFO experience where 
he "got lost" after seeing a UFO and Its occupants (8). 
The Jonzon and Sundberg stories have similar elements. 
Influencn? 

If, and when, Jan-Ove Sundberg feels the Inclination 
to step forward and tell the truth - whatever It may 
be - he will be welcome?!

Data om variatloner hos cirka 65 olika geofysiska feno- 
men lagras kontinuer1igt hos World Data Center i Boulder, 
Colorado. Geofysikern J.S. Accetta - och en speciellt 
utvald kommitt£ frAn Center for UFO Studies, som bekos- 
tade studien - valde med hjalp av databanken UF0CAT ut 73 
mycket va1dokumenterade ameiikanska UFO-fnll, dar man 
exakt visste tid och plats for det rapporterndp fenomenet. 
Fallen man valde innebar 'sakra' observatloner, t.ex. via 
radar el ler andra instrument, foton, fysiska spar, EM- 
effekter samt flera vittneri och lArgvnrig obsprvations- 
tid. Atta av fallen hade en varaktighet siji re an en tim- 
ma. Dessa 73 pA-platsen-undersokta hAndelser jamfordes 
med geografiskt och tidsmassigt naraliggande matningar av 
olika geofysiska data. 

Tanken var att fA 'tips' om geofysiska parametrar dAr fram- 
tida, mer detaljerade undersokningar kan tankas producera 
vetenskapligt acceptabla data-samband. Totalt kontrollera- 
des 17 olika 'parametrar* eller matvArdcn, m^n det var inte 
all tid som alia 17 fan ns tillgAngliga. Har eni^o 1 pA 
'feberkurvor' som studerades: 

o Solflacksaktivitet 

o Jonosfarsfenomen, t.ex. storningar pA kortvAgen 
o Geomagnetisk aktivitet 
o Kosmisk straining 
o Storre magnetstormar 

For flertalet av dessa hittades inga pAtagliga statistiska 
samband, men fern typer av data pekade pA tankbara orsak- 
verkan-monster: 


SOCIOLOGISK STUD1E AV UFOLOGER 

TvA socloloqer, David Stupple och AbdolI ah DashtI , har 
qjort en studle av kunder hos Saucerlan Press , ett lltet 
amerlkanskt ftirlag under lednlng av entuslasten Gray 
Barker . Fttrlaqet har, sedan starten 1959, publlcerat 
mAngder av bttcker och smAskrlfter med anknytnlng till 
kontaktfall, mAn-l-svart och andra Amnen som bland tra¬ 
ditional It "serl&sa" ufoloqer betraktas med berAttlqad 
mlsstanksamhet. 

Saucerlan Press sktits av Barker pA deltld och man saljer 
slna bticker pA postorder. 4.400 kunder flck ett frAqefor- 
mular frAn Barker dAr det dock Inte framqlck att man som 
svarande deltoq I en socloloqlsk studle. IstAllet presen- 
terades frAgefermulAret av Barker som en "marknadsunder- 
s&knlng". Totalt flck man 33° svar. Kunderna uppmanades 
rekorrmendera en UFO-fFrfattare. De som rekommenderade 
t.ex. Adamskl och Menqer ftirdes till qruppen "mystiker" 
(68 svar) och de som fflredrog Hynek och VallAe ftirdes 
till gruppen "vetenskapare" (30 svar). 

Studien vlsade att de som var Intresserade av kontakt- 
hlstorler hade mycket lltet intresse ttir ockultlsm I de 
fall ockultlsmen ej hade ett Mart samband med teorler 
om UFOs. "Ren" ockultlsm Intresserade gruppen mycket ll¬ 
tet, specie I It qAller detta Amnen som satanlsm, hAxtro, 
yoga och astroloql. AnhAnqarna av Barker’s kontaktI Itte- 
ratur utgflr, kom socloloqerna fram till, en eqen llten 
qrupp med ett eqot trossystem. 

Gruppen "vetenskapare" vlsade ocksA ett starkt Intresse 
ffir kontaktuppI eve Iserna (kanske frAn en annan utgAnqs- 
punkt, dock). SpeclelH stort var Intresset fttr "mAn-l- 
svart" (MIB). SAdana rapporter har flkat I USA de senaste 
Aren och sflqs nu Intressera Aven "serlttsa" forskare. 

Hela °7 % av de 399 svarande trodde att olika myndlqhe- 
ter konsplrerar 1 ett hem 11qhAI Iande av verkllqheten ha- 
kom UFOs. Den utomjordlska teorlen var (f&rstAs) populA- 
rast (70 % ansAq den trollg), men ocksA ’’fJArde dlmen- 
slonen" (60 %) och "Inre Jorden"-teorln (29 %) anqavs 
av mAnqa.

34 % sade slq ha haft en 
IJFO-observatIon, 28 % hade kAnt "fttranInqar", 16 % 
trodde slg ha sett "spttken", 17 % hade haft "utanfttr- 
kroppen-upplevelser" och Ilka mAnqa trodde slq ha haft 
"UFO-kontakt". 

UnderstiknIngen pekar pA att UFO-1ntresserade 3r "normaIt 
Integrerade" m^nnlskor I sarnhSllet, d.v.s. de Ar Inte 
speciellt udda. Kldre, manllqa personer I medel-klassen 
8r nAgot ttverrepresenterade, men Inte mycket. Oen kon- 
takt/UFO-Intresserade har arbete och fami IJereI at loner 
pA samma sAtt som medeI-amerlkanen.
